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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Atkinson nor French teach 
a manager object in the client tier for managing said device-independent applications and wherein the manager object includes logic for 
creating a registry in the first tier... In response, the rejection involved the references of Atkinson and Weinberger. French is not prior art 
in the rejection. Also, Applicant merely states that the references do not teach the limitation but provide no support, evidence or 
explanation why it is not taught. Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) because they amount to a general allegation 
that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them 
from the references. Applicant argues that Atkinson does not teach the limitation "reducing processing requirements on said client 
device". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant's definition of preprocessing includes transforming of any content. Atkinson 
teaches converting to a proper format (page 2, [0013]), therefore, satisfying Applicant's definition of preprocessing. Furthermore, as 
stated from the Applicant, if preprocessing is done, it then reduces processing requirements. This would be logical and common sense to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. If preprocessing or conversion is already done in one tier, it doesn't have to be done on the other tier 
because it's already been done. This results in reducing processing requirements for the other tier. Applicant did not dispute that the 
references teach the limitation of preprocessing. Applicant argues that Weinberg's background state and foreground state is different than 
Applicant's claimed background state and foreground state. Applicant's definition relate to backgrond and foreground at the application 
level, but the claims relate to something else, particularly the object/class level. Nowhere in the Applicant's Specification does foreground 
and background relate to class or objects, thus Applicant's definition in the Remarks is not valid. 
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
